ith a projected grand opening 
on April 15, of this year, 

Tokyo Disneyland will open 
its gates soon to the people of 
Japan and the world. It will be the first 
overseas theme park to offer an entertain¬ 
ment experience similar in concept to 
Disneyland and Walt Disney World in the 
United States. The new project will 
include the most popular attractions of its 
renowned predecessors, as well as unique 
new adventures of its own. 

The Oriental Land Company, Ltd., of 
Japan, entered into a business agreement 
with Walt Disney Productions for the 
Tokyo Disneyland joint project in 1979. 

On December 3,1980, a colorfu I cere¬ 
mony marked the site dedication in 
Tokyo. A distance of eight miles separates 
Tokyo Disneyland in Maihama of Urayasu 
City from the center of Tokyo. It is pres¬ 
ently a 20-minute drive on the Wangan 
Expressway No. 9 from the metropolitan 
city. The park can be reached by express¬ 
way, subway and a future railway line, 
planned for completion in 1987. 

On its 191 acre-site, Tokyo 
Disneyland will consist of five themed 
lands: World Bazaar, Adventureland, 
Westernland, Fantasyland and 
tomorrowland—all branching out 
from a Central Plaza highlighted by 
‘Cinderella's Castle. 

At the very entrance, the World 
:aar, in an enclosed emporium, offers 
and merchandise with an interna- 
lal flavor. The bazaar is in the setting of 
^era of small town, U.S.A., circa 1900. 
house a penny arcade and cinema, 
horseless carriage, omnibus and fire 
will transport guests down the 



From out of America's Old West, 
will come a puffing steam engine pull¬ 
ing a train around the boundaries of 
Adventureland and Westernland. In 
Adventureland, the exciting Jungle Cruise 
promises to thrill guests with wild en¬ 
counters with animals and headhunters 
in an exotic tropical setting. 

Westernland will give visitors the 
opportunity to experience the fun and 
adventure of the great American Western 
frontier. They'll ride a stern-wheeler river- 
boat, relive the days of Tom Sawyer on 
an island, and applaud the high-kicking 
dancers of the Diamond Horseshoe 
Revue. 

Walt Disney's famous storybook 
characters will come alive beyond the 
walls of the towering Cinderella Castle in 
Fantasyland. As in America, visitors to this 
third Disney entertainment world will be 
able to ride a magnificent carrousel and to 
enjoy the world-favorite "It's A Small 
World" attraction. Snow White, Peter Pan 
and the Mickey Mouse Revue adventures 
will also be featured. 

The acknowledgment of man's 
achievements, along with the possibilities 
of the future, combine to present the 
theme of Tomorrowland. Circlevision 360 
surrounds the viewer with film and sound 
taken from all over the world. Space 
Mountain transports guests on a twisting, 
turning journey through outer space. 
Weathering a blazing meteor shower, 
guest "astronauts" ultimately penetrate 
"superspace',' where time is non-existent 
and distances are spanned at infinite 
speed. 

In Starjets, guests will fly high over 
Tomorrowland in self-piloted jets provid¬ 
ing a panoramic view of the entire area. 
An educational presentation on Japan's 


history will be offered in the totally new 
"Meet The World" attraction. 

Popular Disney characters will be 
on hand to greet visitors to the Tokyo 
Disneyland entertainment world: Mickey, 
Donald, Goofy, Pluto, Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs, Winnie the Pooh, 
Pinocchio, the Big Bad Wolf, Three Little 
Pigs, Peter Pan, Cinderella and others. 

There will be 26 dining facilities 
located in the park, varying in style from 
restaurants and buffeterias to fast food 
counters, catering to the tastes of all ages. 
Unique gift and souvenir shops, 36 in all, 
will provide shopping adventures and 
Disney Character items for the folks 
back home. 

There will be lively music and spar¬ 
kling entertainment throughout this new¬ 
est Disney entertainment world. 

All in all, Tokyo Disneyland will 
combine all of the elements of the original 
"Happiest Place On Earth" with its show¬ 
manship, master planning and the quality 
which have made people everywhere 
look to the name Walt Disney for the 
finest in family entertainment. V 








n California Harbors 
eeworthy Attractions 
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B erhaps nowhere else in the 

world have so many dramatic 
changes taken place within 
such a short period of time as 
those along the shoreline of Southern 
California. From Marina del Reytothe 
sparkling marinas of San Diego, each boat 
harbor has felt the impact of progress in 
the form of ubiquitous new shopping 
villages, increased visitor accommoda¬ 
tions, restaurants, and the myriads of 
other attractions that entice people to 
the sea. 

With the passing of Proposition 20 in 
1972, the measure that placed control 
over coastal development into state 
hands, the days of haphazard develop¬ 
ment along California's 1100-mile coastline 
were numbered. From this evolved some 
things good—some things exasperating. 
Well-designed themed shopping com¬ 
plexes have arisen (Fisherman's Village in 
Marina del Rey); other developments 
have been hamstrung with conditions for 
years (the Lantern Bay resort complex in 
Dana Point). But lovely parks and green- 
belts have emerged, along with new bike 
paths, clean beaches, boat and picnic 
facilities and designated spots exclusively 
for fishermen. 

Each major harbor area along our 
beautiful coastline has something to 
please a visitor, even if it's nothing more 
than sitting on a pier bench and listening 
to the soothing sounds of the surf or soar¬ 
ing sea birds. 

MARINA DEL REY 

It may be difficult to believe, but 
there are local residents who have never 
taken the time to visit Marina del Rey just 
freeway minutes away from the center of 
downtown Los Angeles. Tourists come 
from everywhere to look in awe at 6,000 
boats tucked into this jewel-like harbor 
hamlet, the world's largest, and to experi¬ 
ence the leisurely life-style which set a 
pattern in the 1970's. It is a refuge for the 
sailor, the gourmet diner, lovers of sun¬ 
shine and the sea. 

Out of the 804 acres of area com¬ 
prising the Marina del Rey complex, 403 
are water. Lining its shores are over 20 
restaurants featuring weekend brunches, 
weekday lunches, first rate dinners and 


evening entertainment. An example is the 
Warehouse on Admiralty Way, heavy 
with seaside atmosphere and memorable 
with a buffet table literally groaning with 
delectable goodies. There are juicy steaks 
at Charley Brown's, the Charthouse and 
Chuck's Steak House. Japanese fare at 
Benihana's. Omelettes and salads at the 
Brown Bagger. Fresh seafood everywhere. 

Families take picnics to Burton Chace 
Park on Mindanao Way and enjoy free 
Sunday afternoon concerts from May 
through October. In Admiralty Park on 
Admiralty Way you can ride a bike, jog 
the one-mile loop path, or watch the 
boats go by. Both parks have parking 
facilities (50<t for all day). 

Boat owners who are lucky enough 
to have slip rentals at Marina del Rey can 
cruise around eight different basins before 
heading out to sea on the Main Channel, 
which sometimes resembles a busy free¬ 
way on a Sunday afternoon. As in most 
Southern California marinas, waiting lists 
for slips are miles and years long. Those 
with boats that are trailerable can launch 
them at the public ramp off Fiji Way for 
$1.50, including parking. 

If you picture yourself captaining 
anything from a 26-foot sailboat to a 60- 


foot powerboat, you can find a rental at 
Marina del Rey. And there are seasonal 
whale watching excursions, as well as 
brunch cruises, private party boats and 
instruction offered. 

Fisherman's Village, along the seawall 
at the end of Fiji Way, is an adventure in 
shopping and browsing in the atmosphere 
of a New England seaport. A lighthouse 
landmark sits amid specialty shops and 
savory snack bars with exteriors in bright 
blues and reds—a photographer's dream. 
From here, you can take two-hour coast 
cruises aboard the Marlin Queen, a 60- 
foot sport cruiser, which also charters 
whale watching and fishing expeditions. 
Or you can cruise the harbor waters 
aboard the Marina Belle or the Showboat. 
Or choose a small sailboat or electric 
powered boat. 

Three hotels and two motels are 
located within the harbor. The Marina 
International on Admiralty Way boasts 111 
rooms.. .25 of which are decorated in 
unique international motifs representing 
locales around the world. The one-of-a- 
kind villas include the African Queen, 
Hollywood '35, "2001" and Kon Tiki 
Terrace. On Bali Way, the Marina del Rey 
Hotel is easily recognizable from the 












water by its nautical blue and white ex¬ 
terior. It has 160 rooms and suites, many 
with balconies overlooking the harbor. 
Both hotels have swimming pools and 
cheerful restaurants. 

For swimmers, sunbathers and 
windsurfers, a free public crescent¬ 
shaped beach is located in Basin "D" 
off Admiralty Way bordered by Palawan 
and Panay There's no surf, but there's 
an easy sloping beach, good for the 
youngsters, plus picnic tables, snack bar 
and five volleyball courts. 

Marina del Rey is an integral part of 
an outstanding bicycle trail which 
stretches over 19 miles from Torrance 
Beach to Santa Monica. This is the longest 
beach path of its kind in the world, and 
what an invigorating experience to pedal 
along a vast expanse of sandy beach 
while breathing the salty ocean air!

KINGHARBOR 

Over 1500 boats are sheltered in the 
four different marinas of King Harbor. 
Located in Redondo Beach, off Pacific 
Coast Highway, south of Marina del Rey 
and the Los Angeles International Airport, 
King Harbor is small by comparison, but 
contains all the amenities and charm 
necessary to attract visitors to a quiet, 
clean harbor. 

If you're looking for seaside relaxa¬ 
tion, you'll find it at the Portofino Inn 
overlooking the harbor on one side 
and the ocean on the other. Portofino 
offers a choice of a studio, family suite 
or 1 or 2 bedroom apartment from its 
133 nicely decorated units. Informal 
gourmet dining is featured in Portofino's 
Sea Bucket restaurant. 

The King Harbor area houses 14 
restaurants.. .to please any palate or 
budget. At night, they come alive with 
entertainment and dancing and enjoyable 
views of the sparkling coastline. 

The Seaside Lagoon, a heated salt¬ 
water pool, is open from May through 
September, with admission charged. 


Two Vi day boats run twice daily, ser¬ 
vicing deep sea fishermen at the Redondo 
Beach Marina Sportsfishing Pier. Phone 
for information (213) 372-2111. Bike and 
sailboat rentals are available elsewhere. 

A short drive from the harbor on 
Catalina Avenue takes you to The Pier 
and a beach for sunning and surfing. 
While dining at Tony's on freshly caught 
halibut or swordfish, you can watch the 
pounding surf below. 

Several other dining establishments, 
as well as snack bars, line the semi-circled 
boardwalk which still retains the flavor of 
an old-fashioned pier. There are a few 
souvenir shops and a sportswear shop. 
Unfortunately, a recently built shopping 
complex east of The Pier has failed to 
attract tenants. 

There's plenty of underground park¬ 
ing (not free) serving The Pier, where 
you may want to take your fishing pole 
and join the others trying their luck at 
the railings.

LONG BEACH 

Throughout history, ships and ports 
have had a tremendous influence on 
our lifestyles. The commerce of our 
many cultures would have been impos¬ 
sible without them. Long Beach is one 
such port. 

On June 2,1911, theS.S. laqua 
brought a load of redwood from Eureka 
to Long Beach's brand new Municipal 
Pier, in reality a crude wooden wharf. It 
was the beginning of maritime success for 
the Port of Long Beach. 

Today Long Beach is a regular port of 
call for the largest and fastest ships of the 
sea, operated by the world's leading ship¬ 
ping lines. The port's progress over the 
past two decades is unparalleled among 
America's foremost harbor cities, making 
it the most modern and progressive mari¬ 
time facility in the nation. Giant supertan¬ 


kers and freighters bring containerized 
cargo, automobiles, petroleum and other 
commodities here to serve all of California 
and the West. 

If watching ships flying foreign colors 
being nudged into their berths by tiny 
tugboats is not to your liking, there are 
many other seaside activities in the harbor 
area to interest the visitor. Long Beach is 
also the home of two stationary craft with 
notable pasts. One is the Queen Mary 
permanently berthed and serving as a 
hotel and living museum. 

The other is the famous "Spruce 
Goose'/ the gigantic (319' wingspan) boat 
built by Howard Hughes, and flown only 
once on Nov. 2,1947The Hughes Flying 
Boat Exposition will be exhibited in an 
aluminum geodesic dome sometime this 
Spring. 

At the southern end of the Harbor 


Freeway, the H.M.S. Queen Mary reigns 
supreme as the most visible and recogniz¬ 
able attraction around. She is perhaps the 
most memorable "floating" hotel in the 
world—with over 380 deluxe guest state¬ 
rooms recalling the opulence of the era 
when she was Queen of the Atlantic. All 
of her public rooms have been refur¬ 
bished in the original art deco style of the 
Thirties. The Grand Dame of the sea 
transported troops during the war years 
from 1940 to 1946. 

The Queen Mary Experience Tour is 
a self-guided adventure into a bygone era. 
You can follow a map and explore at your 
leisure, inspecting awesome brass equip¬ 
ment on the bridge and other fascinating 
exhibits. Dine on continental cuisine in 
the elegant Sir Winston's on the Sun Deck 
level. Or taste marvelous bakery products 
in the Celebrity Room Bakery. 

The entrance to the Queen Mary 
Tour is through Londontowne, resembling 
a seaside English village. Here you'll find a 
variety of shops and eating establishments, 
where you can enjoy fish and chips and 
old-fashioned ice cream. 

Long Beach Harbor Cruises depart 
daily from the bow of the Queen Mary 
For information call (213) 547-0802. 

You can also board a cruise ship for 
Catalina Island in Long Beach. Phone 
(213) 775-0611. 

Long Beach is proud of its Convention 
and Entertainment Center, featuring con¬ 
certs, opera, art shows and many other 
events. It is located at Shoreline Drive off 
the Long Beach Freeway (7) in downtown 
Long Beach. 

Behind the Convention Center is 
Shoreline Aquatic Park with a new city- 
owned marina and 1800 slips. There are 
70 RV spaces, a laundry and showers 
in the park. Shoreline Village features 
45 specialty shops and a carousel as 
its centerpiece. 

Farther south is the Long Beach 
Marina on Marina Drive, with 3000 boat 
slips and two yacht clubs. Nearby on 
the Pacific Coast Highway is the Marina 
Pacifica Shopping Village—an adventure 
in diversified shopping. 

At the seaside, Long Beach sparkles 
with all the excitement relative to South¬ 
ern California living. 
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DANA POINT 

Dana Point Harbor is a getaway port 
that's easy to reach from anywhere in 
Southern California. Follow the San Diego 
Freeway (1-5) to its meeting with the sea 
at Pacific Coast Highway (S-1) in south 
Orange County. The harbor is adjacent 
to popular Doheny Beach State Park off 
Del Obispo Street. 

Over 2400 boats are berthed in its 
two basins. Within the harbor are 
Mariner's Village shopping complex, 
the Marina Inn Motel, marine life refuge 
tidepools, a swimming and windsurfing 
beach, fishing pier, seven restaurants, 
three fast food cafes, many grassy knolls 
for picnicking (no camping) and boat 
watching.. .and, the Pilgrim. 

Dana Point Harbor has undergone 
many changes since a sunny afternoon in 
August, 1966, when a time capsule was 
placed in the ground to signify the begin¬ 
ning of the new harbor project. Certainly 
many geological as well as cultural 
changes have come about since Richard 
Henry Dana explored the area then 
known as Bahia Capistrano in 1834 and 
used his sailing experiences for authoring 
'Two Years Before the Mast 1 .' Now a 
proud replica of the ship he sailed on, the 
Pilgrim, rests at anchor in Dana Point 
Harbor where, thanks to concerned 
citizens, it has found a permanent home. 

The Pilgrim is now a popular public 
attraction and learning center for the 
Orange County Marine Institute. She 
serves as a floating classroom for young¬ 
sters and all visitors who respond to the 
lore of the sea. On board the brig, they 
can experience the rugged life of those 
19th Century sailors who were away 
from home for years at a time, trading 
raw hides and goods up and down the 
California coast. Students can also partici¬ 
pate in the Overnighters program—one of 
the principal means of raising funds for 
the Dana Point Ocean Institute Founda¬ 
tion and the Marine Institute. Tours, wed¬ 
dings and corporate receptions can be 
held on the Pilgrim. 

The Pilgrim is 120 feet long, with a 
mainmast soaring almost 90 feet above 
the deck. 

The Marine Institute building at the 
west end of Del Obispo Street, in addition 



to classroom and laboratory space, pres¬ 
ently houses the Ocean Gallery, which 
offers ocean-oriented gifts for sale. Here 
you can purchase a fascinating book on 
the history of the area, "Home Port for 
Romance" by Dana Point resident 
Doris Walker. 

Dana Point Harbor is a favorite spot 
among diners. Cross a bridge at Island 
Way and go left to Delaney's, overlooking 
the yachts in the East Basin and specializ¬ 
ing in sea food. For a birds-eye view of 
the harbor, go into Dana Point and on 
to the Street of the Green Lantern to 
either the Quiet Cannon or The Chart 
House restaurants. And there are 
many others to choose from within the 
harbor, offering continental, American 
and Mexican food. 

Each February, the Dana Point Harbor 
celebrates the annual winter migration of 


the California gray whales on their way 
from the Bering Sea to Baja California. 
This year, the 11th Annual Festival of 
Whales will be held on Feb. 19, 20, 21; 
Feb. 26,27; and March 5 and 6. In addi¬ 
tion to hourly whalewatch cruises leaving 
from the Dana Wharf dock, visitors can 
enjoy land and sea parades, talks, movies 
and exhibits on marine mammals. All 
events except the cruises are free. Whale- 
watches aboard 65-foot sportfishing ves¬ 
sels cost $7 for adults and $5 for juniors 
12 and under. Advance reservations are 
necessary. Phone (714) 831-1850 or 
(714) 496-5794. V

To honor the 60th anniversary of the 
debut of Disney animation, a brand new 
Fantasyland, featuring a new Pinocchio 
adventure, will open this summer. 

The popular storybook area will 
have a totally new look, both in architect¬ 
ure and inside the previously familiar 
attractions. 

It will now resemble a quaint Old 
World village, with European-style cot¬ 
tages with shutters and leaded glass win¬ 
dows accented with bright geraniums. 
Toad Hall will be Tudor style with towers 
and turrets. "Peter Pan's Flight" will boast 
another English facade, with "Snow 
White's Scary Adventures" housed in a 
foreboding castle. 

Interiors of the attractions are 
designed as three-dimensional renditions 
of Walt Disney films: Peter Pan, Snow 
White, Ichabod and Mr. Toad, Alice in 
Wonderland and Pinocchio. New 
detailed scenes in all adventures are more 
dramatic and exciting, as are the special 
effects. In Peter Pan, there's a London 


Town as close to perfection as it could be 
made. And when Peter vanquishes 
Captain Hook, pirate ship vehicles fly 
you through what appears to be a real 
waterfall. 

In vehicles resembling Gepetto's 
carved wooden toys, Disneyland 
guests will experience an exciting new 
Pinocchio journey. They will live in the 
world of make-believe like the puppet 
who became a real boy. An Audio- 
Animatronics Jiminy Cricket will help 
them choose between the "easy" and 
"straight and narrow" paths of life. At one 
point, the Blue Fairy appears, covered 
with tiny sparkles. She fades from sight, 
and then the sparkles melt, one by one, 
from her head downward until all that 
remains is a pile of pixie dust, twinkling on 
the floor. 

The new Village Inn will offer 
Fantasyland guests tasty food selections 
in a Pinocchio atmosphere. 

"Dumbo The Flying Elephant','’ a favor¬ 
ite of many youngsters, will take on the 


appearance of an entertainment designed 
for a Victorian-era attraction, with curli¬ 
cues and gingerbread—a sort of old- 
fashioned kinetic sculpture with weights 
and counter weights that promise to 
make it equally fascinating for adults as it 
is for children. 

The whirling, dizzying, spinning 
Teacups gave up their place to the King 
Arthur Carrousel early in the construction 
process, and will not reappear until the 
completion of the "Alice in Wonderland" 
area in 1984. Their new site is where Skull 
Rock and the Pirate Ship formerly 
appeared. A new Mad Hatter souvenir 
shop will also be relocated near "Alice" 
thus adding to the overall theming of the 
storybook land of Fantasyland. In the new 
"Alice" there will be an enlarged flower 
garden setting plus encounters with the 
animated Queen of Hearts, the White 
Rabbit, the Dormouse and the Hare. 

The new Fantasyland will continue to 
be the "happiest land of all" with more 
entertaining magic than ever. V 
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Guests disembarking from the 
Park Monorail at the Disneyland 
Hotel are in for a delightful surprise. 
In what was formerly known as the 
Arcade, a new shopping Mall, bright 
and cheerful in color and concept, 
has opened to further accommodate 
the hotel guests and visitors. 

Innovative outside display win¬ 
dows trimmed in brick and wood, 
and handsome entry doors, featuring 
beveled panels and leaded frosted 
antique glass, invite the visitor to 
step inside and look around 

A hallway of yellow tile and 
wood accents, along with delicate

EPCOT, an acronym for 
Experimental Prototype Community of 
Tomorrow, is the newest Walt Disney 
entertainment world, located just 20 
minutes away from the Magic Kingdom 
via monorail. 

Two major theme areas, Future 
World and World Showcase, are involved 
in this 260-acre complex, a one-of-a-kind 
combination of innovative imagination 
and technical virtuosity. 

What if you had a limited travel 
budget but wanted to visit France, Italy, 
Germany, China, Mexico, Japan, Great 
Britain and Canada? With transatlantic 
fares being what they are, why not make 
central Florida your next vacation 
destination—where a relatively few dollars 
will allow you to visit, shop and dine in 
the authentic atmosphere of all those 
great countries. 

The architectural, social and cultural 
heritages of eight nations, plus the United 
States in the "American Adventure" (pre¬ 
sented by American Express and Coca- 
Cola), are featured in World Showcase, 
encircling a 40-acre lagoon beyond Future 
World.

An angled roof on the Universe of 
Energy, presented by Exxon, glistens with 
a partial blanket of 80,000 photovoltaic 


cells, the largest privately funded solar- 
power installation anywhere. These cells 
assist in powering the "traveling theater" 
cars inside, so that the guests literally 
"ride on sunshine" 

In future months, Epcot Center will 
expand to include showcases for Spain, 
Israel, Morocco and Equatorial Africa, 
supporting the Disney statement that it, 
like Disneyland, will never be completed. 
The concept of this vast undertaking was 
dreamed up by Walt Disney long before 
his death in 1966. 

Epcot Center is impossible to photo¬ 
graph and condense within a few words. 

It has to be seen.. .and experienced. And 
because of its educational scope and 
experimental range, it will most likely 
attract a generation older than that which 
is lured to the Magic Kingdom. Although 
it is but a few miles away from the famous 
Disney characters (Mickey and his friends 
won't appear in Epcot Center), this $800 
million dream (an original conservative 
figure) of Walt Disney's is dedicated to a 
more realistic and futuristic world. This 
one encourages people to hope, dream 
and continue to pursue the challenges 
that will make our lives more inspirational 
and endurable. 

Walt Disney World guests may com¬ 
bine visits to the Magic Kingdom and 
Epcot Center with the convenience and 
value of a three-day passport to all the 
attractions, or choose single-day admis¬ 
sion to either park. Monorail trains link 
the two entertainment centers, with shut¬ 
tle buses serving Walt Disney World 
Village and other areas of the resort. 

Epcot Center is open daily from 9 a.m. 
until 10 p.m.; the Magic Kingdom from 
9 a.m. to 7 p.m. except on special 
holidays.

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Some say it all began in a 
garage 60 years ago. The 
figure is correct, but the loca¬ 
tion is not. The Disney broth¬ 
ers, Walt and Roy, using an animation 
camera and stand that Walt had created 
in a garage behind his uncle's house, 
actually began their business in the rear of 
a real estate office at 4651 Kingswell Ave¬ 
nue in Hollywood. Eventually they moved 
to a store next door at 4649 Kingswell 


Avenue, where a window sign displayed 
"Disney Bros. Studio" This was after a 
contract with distributor M. J. Winkler 
was signed on October 16,1923, to pro¬ 
vide Miss Winkler with a series of "Alice's 
Wonderland" comedy cartoons. Walt 
was then twenty-one years old. 

The fast growth of the firm forced 
another move in 1926—into a new Disney 
studio at 2719 Hyperion Avenue. 

A total of 56 "Alice" films were pro¬ 


duced. Virginia Davis, the little girl who 
had starred in the original comedy which 
Walt produced back in Kansas City, had 
come to California and continued in the 
series for almost a year. She was followed 
briefly by Dawn O'Day and then by 
Margie Gay. 

In 1927, Walt began work on a new 
series featuring an animated rabbit named 
Oswald. After the 26th Oswald cartoon, 
Walt traveled in 1928 to New York to try 




to get funding for additional films, but the 
distributor offered less than before. To add 
to that disappointment, Walt discovered 
that he did not even own the rights to the 
Oswald character. It was then that Walt 
resolved to come up with a new character. 

Enter Mickey Mouse—making his 
famous debut in New York City in 1928. A 
collaborative effort of Disney and his 
partner, Ub Iwerks, Mickey did bear a 
resemblance to Oswald. But the little 


mouse outdid the little rabbit when he 
starred in "Steamboat Willie" the first 
cartoon to feature a fully synchronized 
sound track. 

Success after success followed in 
future Disney film endeavors, including 
Academy Awards for "Flowers and Trees" 
(1932) and "The Three Little Pigs" (1933). 
With each new exciting release came a 
new Disney character: Pluto, Donald 
Duck, Pinocchio, Snow White and the 


lovable Seven Dwarfs, had all been intro¬ 
duced by 1940. 

The rest is Disney history. From the 
opening of Disneyland in 1955, to the 
premiere of Walt Disney World in 1971, 
up to the recent debut of Walt's greatest 
dream, Epcot Center. All are powerful tes¬ 
timonials to one man—and one diminu¬ 
tive mouse. V
